pondingly great public good is to follow 
the granting of the extraordinary author- 
ity which they ask the people to confer 
upon them?

‘s that it was not made 
by our people, that it is a Bullock con- 
stitution, and that it was forced upon 
as at the point of the bayonet. Every 
advocate cf a convention who 
appealed to the people, either from the 
hustings or through the public press, 
has paraded this idea as if it were con- 
clusive of the question. But, admitting 
the fact to be tr te to the extent stated, 
is not this an argument addressed not 
to the reason of the pore bu’ to their 
passions, natreds and prejudices? And 
is it not true that aialawed is born of 
hatred and prejudice is likely to be 
wrong and hurtful ? While 
this is a feeling with which 
many of the best people of 
Georgia sympathise, yet is it not dan- 
gerous to exercise it in connection with 
the present question ? precise 
int in issue is whether in the main 
in how a good cunstitution, not under 
whose auspices it was adopted, not 
whether it w~s forced upon us instead 
of being voluntarily ratified, It the 
riies whoseek tocarry this election 
y these means succeed, may not the 
people well fear that they will overturn 
every thing in the present constitu- 
tion, and adopt one as little like it as 
possible?
